The rejection based on lack of enablement is maintained and reiterated from the 
previous office action, mailed 1 1/19/03. It is acknowledged that the documents 
submitted 3/23/04, well documents the search for medical solutions, such as new drugs 
etc., based on such expression microarray analysis. This rejection is based on the 
apparent need, however, for apparently more such searching before some predictable 
use has been discovered from such a search. It is also acknowledged that research 
receives funding, frequently of large amounts of money, but that research project 
performance is not evidence of a use having been found. It is noted that none of 
applicants' submissions have supplied support that the instantly claimed invention is 
anything more than in a research phase of development, albeit apparently well funded, 
hopefully to subsequently find some specific use thereof. In summary, the instant 
invention remains rejected due to a lack of enablement of any predictable usage 
thereof.
